What Is This....? 



• Franklin Township School is facing challenges on various levels 
primarily due to it's financial situation and lack of NJ School Aid 
received. 

• The financial landscape has become increasingly complicated where 
expenses such as oil, fuel, health & benefits etc... continue to swell and 
contribute to the overall scenario. 

• This unprecedented situation requires transparency, collaboration and 
strategic thinking amongst the Franklin Township community to 
understand "where we are", "where we are headed" and be alert of 
"what may happen" if actions are not taken. 

• The following public information was captured to provide visibility you 
may not be aware of plus input/ideas from local Franklin Township 
residents. 
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Why Should I Be Concerned....? 



• Minimal NJ School Aid 

- 2012-2013 FTS will receive $231,044 in NJ School Aid compared to $198,783 for 2011-2012 

• That ranks 550 th out of the 581 school districts in NJ receiving the least amount of aid 

• That ranks 27 th out of 29 school districts in Hunterdon County receiving the least amount of aid 

- $0 EQUALIZATION Aid and $0 CHOICE Aid (see next slides) 

• Increased Classroom sizes 

- Not having enough NJ School Aid strains FTS finances where critical decisions are required 
meaning the potential displacement of teachers therefore increasing classroom sizes. This 
equals "disruption" and invades a child's opportunity to excel in this environment. 

• Your Property Taxes 

- Yes, our property taxes are significant and presently "capped" at 2% annually however "if" 
the elected powers to be, placed the question to raise property taxes, a "vote" would be 
required for all registered Franklin Township residents to " cast their vote " which is most 
likely to be voted down. 

• Your Home 

- Losing any school may have an impact "if" families wish to sell their home. 

- Not having a school within Franklin Township provides considerable challenges.

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Equalization Aid 

• Equalization Aid is a "wealth based" calculation utilizing (2) factors: 

- Income and Population estimates provided to the NJ Department of Education by the NJ 
Division of Taxation, Office of Revenue and Economic Analysis 

- "Equalized" Property Tax values also established by the NJ Division of Taxation 

• Once these (2) factors are identified, they are then multiplied by (1) critical 
factor focused on the number of students within your elementary/middle 
school and your high school. 

• The "net-net" of the definitions above can be understood on 4 levels: 

1. We live in Hunterdon County, one of the wealthiest counties in the United States 
therefore this is not a benefit for increased school aid. One can look at this and advise 
the Township to put a "vote" to raise property taxes to counter the minimal amount of 
school aid received. 

2. FTS is ranked 18 th out of 29 Hunterdon County School Districts for number of enrolled 
students. 

3. The more Franklin Township students who do NOT attend and graduate from FTS 
elementary/middle school does not help our situation for increased school aid. 

4. If Franklin Township students do NOT attend FTS and do NOT attend North Hunterdon, 
this may contribute to NOT receiving increased school aid. 

• The bottom line is we need to IMPROVE our FTS student enrollment if we are 
to have the opportunity to raise our future NJ School Aid. 



Choice Aid 



• The Interdistrict School Choice Program was signed into law by Governor Christie on 
September 10, 2010 and commenced with the 2011-12 school year. It is designed to 
increase educational opportunities for students and their families by providing students 
with the option of attending a public school outside their district of residence without 
cost to their parents. 

• In Hunterdon County there are (9) schools on the 2011-2012 APPROVED CHOICE 
DISTRICTS. FTS is one of them however we did not have (1) Choice Aid student... 

• Alexandria, Bloomsbury, Clinton Township, FTS, Frenchtown, Lambertville, Lebanon, Stockton 
& South Hunterdon H.S. (http:// www, state. nj. us/ education /choice/ ) 

• Why is this important? If we can attract students to FTS then we have the opportunity 
to capture more NJ School Aid through the Choice Program. This is evidence (May 15, 
2010 from the Press of Atlantic City) what can be accomplished if we can work as a

- "More than 150 of the 400 students in the Folsom School District come from other towns, 
most from Winslow Township, Buena Vista Township and Hammonton. The district will get 
$655,356 in special "choice" state aid next year, equal to about 60 cents on the local property 
tax rate". 

- "The extra students and additional money have allowed the district to both control property 
taxes and have full art and music programs, after-school activities and clubs ".

"There are 55 students enrolled in the school choice program in the 
township and about 60 more, for a total of 115, are expected in the 
2012-13 academic year" Superintendent Kevin Carroll said in January. 
The program authorized under the state's Interdistrict Public School 
Choice Act allows parents to send their children to a public school in 
another school district, without having to move or pay tuition bills. 

"Information on the website wiki.ctsd.k1 2. nj. us, published by the Clinton 
Township School District, shows that the district will receive about 
$11 ,650 from the state for each school choice student". 

"Even with the additional students, additional overhead costs will be 
minimal because the district will not hire more staff and will use 
existing space and resources, therefore the overall per-pupil cost 
should be lower than the $14,894", Del Sordi said. "It actually should 
go down, because we'll have more students," he said".

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Worse Case Scenario.... 

.... FTS officially ceases operations in Quakertown, NJ due to financial duress. 

S Instead of having a local school within minutes of your home, your child now has to 
take a bus and travel potentially up to 1-hour to get to school and another 1-hour 
back. 

S As parents are you comfortable with their 6-year old, 7-year old, 8-year old, 9-year 
old, 10-year old etc... to be on a bus for 2-hours per day...? 

S Parents need to get their child up earlier so they can catch the bus causing potential 

stress and frustration with this life adjustment/unbalance. 
S Parents will now have to re-direct their morning schedules to make time to get their 

child up early and drive them to the school they would now be assigned to. This 

places more time and energy on both the child and parents as well as your vehicle; 

gasoline/fuel is increasing closer and closer to $4.00 per gallon so there is additional 

cost to you from a budget perspective. 

S Do families require to plan for additional expense for a possible babysitter/nanny? 

S Who will purchase your home when research by future families illustrate Franklin 
Township does not offer a local school?
